May Solve 
Kidnaping 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—(INS)—A 
missing ex-Marine is sought by 
Chicago police in the belief that 
he may provide the clue that will 
lead them to the kidnap-slayer of 
six-vear-old Suzanne Degnan. 

The former Marine, who detec. 
tives said was wounded on Guam 
and once was a patient in Man- 
teno hospital, was identified Sun- 
day by authorities as Sidney Sher 
man, 22. 

He is believed to be the owner 
of a cotton handkerchief found 
near a wire noose which police 
theorize was used to strangle the 
child. The little girl’s body was 
Gismembered and hidden in four 
different sewers after she had been 
taken from her bedroom and mutr-

Police emphasized that Sherman 
is wanted onlv for questioning, 
pointing out that he may have 
lost the handkerchief long before 
the crime. They said that mere 
ownership of the handkerchief in 
no wey constituted “evidence.”

The current session of the Georgia state 
legislature bids fair to set an all-time high 


in inconsistency. 


Without delay, without a single oppos- 
ing vote, and with but a minimum of dis- 
cussion and debate, a bill to appropriate 
more than nine million dollars is being 
railroaded through the assembly. 


The people have not been consulted; 
there has been no public referendum on 
how the funds accruing through the in- 
creased warehouse charges on whisky shall 
be appropriated. 


We are convinced, of course, that the 
people would approve; that the additional 
revenue is being spent in the wisest pos- 
sible manner. Otherwise, we would have 
filed a heated protest long ere now. 


But the fact remains that, while it is 
rushing through legislation for which the 
people have had no chance to vote, the 
assembly has shown little disposition to 
enact measures which the people have 
overwhelmingly accorded their approval 
in a statewide referendum. 


We refer, of course, to those hardy per- 
ennials in the garden of reforms so fre- 


quently given the runaround—the merit 
svstem and home rule. 


It was on the basis of these two long- 
needed adjustments for cleaner govern- 
ment that the new state constitution was 
sold to the people. The recently adopted 
organic law specifically provides for enact- 
ment by the legislature of effective home 
rule and a comprehensive merit system. 
Yet, in the first week of the 15-day session, 
very little indication was given that either 
measure had anything more than token 
support. Indeed, it was only on the final 
day of last week’s business, after consid- 
erable prodding by press and public, that 
administration leaders even got around 
to introducing a measure to provide home 
rule, vorst needed of the two reforms. 


We sincerely hope that both the house 
and senate begin this week’s sessions with 
a firm resolution not to transact further 
business of any sort until everything pos- 
sible has been done to enact genuine home 
rule and a widespread merit system. 


There are no more important issues 
confronting the legislature. 


Certainly there is none upon which 
there can be so little doubt as to the 
public wishes. 


A Worthy Civic Club Project 


All over the state, progressive civic 
clubs and other worthwhile organizations 
are sponsoring community efforts to en- 


couraye registration. 


With a number of important political 
campaigns in the offing, most citizens re- 
quire little prompting to go down and put 
their names on the registration books. But 
what little urging is needed is being pro- 
vided by wide-awake civic groups which 


realize that the essence of democracy is 
for as great a percentage of our people as 
possible to participate in elections. 


For the first time in modern history, 
Georgians may vote without payment of 
any kind. All that is necessary is that one 
be registered early enough in advance. 
Civic clubs which make it a point to pub- 
licize this fact. are rendering a real serv- 
ice not only to their communities but to 
the cause of real democracy. 


The AP Strains At a Gnat 


Editorials in the Republican Washing- 
ton Post and the Democratic Louisville 


Courier-Journal, to mention two from 


different regions and political camps, have 


condemned the position of the Associated 
Press in withdrawing its news service 
from the State Department information 
office. 


The issue is simply this: Other nations, 
especially Britain and Russia, plus many 
others, carry on information broadcasts. 
These broadcasts contain news of. the 
United States obtained from the American 
news services. These nations put their 
own interpretation on this news. This the 
United States service has not been doing. 
It has sent out no propaganda, restricting 
the broadcast to news and interpretations. 
It goes only to those countries not regu- 
larly obtaining news from American com- 
mercial agencies. There is no competition 
with them. 


To make the Associated Press position 
all the more untenable, it sells to the Turk- 
ish government-owned agency and to the 


Russian. These government agencies use 
the service on their radio broadcasts. The 
United Press, to use another illustration, 
sells to Franco’s Spain and that govern- 
ment uses the news in its controlled press 
and on its official radio. 


Yet the decision now is that these 
American agencies will not sell to their 
own government. 


Technically the departmené could sub- 
scribe to Tass, of Russia, or to the Turkish 
or Spanish press associations and get the 
AP or UP news. It isa jevelopment which 
cannot have grown out of anything but 
lack of information. 


The Constitution, aware of the vital 
necessity of this country having a voice 
along with other nations, sincerely urges 
the AP to reconsider its decision. 


The Constitution bows to none in its 
belief in and support of a free press. Its 
record in this field is a long and consistent 
one.. Yet it is harmful to the whole cause 
to strain at gnats and become sanctimo- 
nious about the sanctity of that freedom.

Occupation System 
May Need Changing 


Bert Williams used to sing a song which went: 
“It’s a great opportunity for somebody—some- 
body else, not me.” 

As every Main street sends up its clarion cry, “Bring the boys 
home,” “Stop the draft,” it is an interesting fact that a number 
of parents and their young men regard going into the Army and 
taking part in the occupation as an opportunity not to be missed. 


I heve two letters which present both points of view. A father 
sends me one from his son. He adds his own comment as follows: 


“Wouldn't you like to be his age and have his opportunity? 
This will mean more to him than two years of school.” 


The boy’s letter was good. 


“Living conditions for the troops are good. So is the food. They 
seem to be making every effort to make things as easy for us as 
possible. The discipline isn’t too good, probably for that reason. 
But I do not think our duties could be called heavy. That is, I 
think, the reason most of the men complain and write letters home 
asking to be got out because there is nothing for them to do. 


“As for me, while | am not fraternizing within the meaning of 
the word over here. I have made the acquaintances of a German 
family. For my candy bars and cigarets and occasiona] other luxu- 
ries I am getting German lessons. The father is a man of about 
55 who does the teaching and talking as he speaks English fairly 
well, He taught for some years and from him I am getting a good 
insight and knowledge of German history and the language. If I 
stay here a year as I expect, I will come home with a good speak- 
ing and writing knowledge of German and French, as he speaks 
both well. They claim to be anti-Nazis and I guess that means that, 
like most Germans, they just accepted Hitler and went along as 
usual. They have a curious mind, seeming to feel they were not 
responsible for his crimes. There will be opportunity for travel 
and I am already planning to go to Austria and see Vienna. I've 
heard so much about it... ” 


: The other letter was sent me by a mother who 
Another View added a note. “I think this will touch you and 
that you will do all you can to help me get my son home. You can 
see how tragic it is to have him far away doing nothing and not 
needed.” 

“Dearest Mother—I hope this will not make you cry, as it 
makes me cry to write it. But I am nearly crazy here in the cold 
and ‘wet of this awful country. There is nothing to do here and 
nothing I can do. Anyone could do what I am doing. We have little 
vo do and all the boys are as sick of it as I am. I wake up in the 
night thinking about you and father and home and sister. I some- 
times can’t sleep for hours and feel so bad 1 can’t keep from cry- 
ing at times, I worry about you all so much. Please see if you can 
get me home as I am not doing anything here that anybody couldn't 
do. I want to get home and back to school.” 

That was most of the ietter. His mother, as would be expected 
of any mother, thought of her son as the only one there home- 
sick and depressed. Her son is, of course, the most important son 
in the world. She is sure his case is different and that every other 
mother’s son can stay if her son gets home. 

That’s exactly what the Army is up against. Whose sons are 
—, do the job of occupation while the high point men come 

ome’? 


: It is quite likely that our entire system of occu- 
Occupation pation needs changing. It is the same old system 
dating back to the time of the Roman Empire. 

Our weapons and methods of war have changed, but not the 
manner of occupation. It would seem that in these days when a 
complete check on production of finished and raw materials is 
possible, we might devise a system of controls. Boards of experts 
could check what the defeated nations are producing, how much 
coal and oil they are consuming and so on. A sudden increase in 
coal or oil shipments and consumption would be an immediate 
police whistle. 

A relatively small armed force could supplement this control. 

That may come in the future. J think it will, But now we have. 
along with other nations, the old methods. Britain has not de- 
mobilized her army in Germany. It is there in full force. Nor has 
Russia depleted her forces. The undenied result is that occupation 
in those two spheres is running much smoother than in the Ameri- 
can. We have reached a danger point. 

Both Generals MacArthur and the level-headed Dwight Eisen- 
hower agree that the Army must not be allowed to fall below the 
required number 

All this is distasteful to Americans. We do not have a military 
tradition for peace. Our men, most of them, want to come home. 
We want them home. 

But the cold, unpleasant fact is that we pulled out of Europe 
too fast a quarter of a century ago. We paid heavily for this mis- 
take. This time we can’t. We can’t bring them home. Stop the draft 
and provide no compulsory service. Enlistments are heavy, but 
not nearly enough. What is the answer?

Iran an Embarrassing Issue

It is really tactless of the Iranian government to Suggest raising 
its case before the first meeting of UNO. It might, we are told, 
involve an embarrassing discussion in the assembly—a discussion 
which would get nowhere, since the assembly can only “recom- 
mend’’-—and it undoubtedly would involve a Soviet veto, if taken 
before the security council. Thus a state whose independence and 
integrity are not only generally guaranteed in the San Francisco 
charter, but were specifically guaranteed bv a joint Anglo-American- 
Russian statement in Tehran, now faces dismemberment by one of 
the signatories to that pledge, and threatens the prestige of the 
world organization by suggesting that its case be heard. 

The Tehran statement said: “The governments of the USA, 
and the USSR, and the United Kingdom recognize the assistance 
which Iran has given in the prosecution of the war against the 
common enemy. The three governments recognize that the 
war has caused special economic difficulties for Iran, and have 
agreed to continue to make available to the Iran government such 
economic assistance as may be possible. . . . With respect to 
the postwar period, the governments of the USA, USSR, and United 
Kingdom are one with the government of Iran in their desire 
for the maintenance of the independence, sovereignty. and terri- 
torial integrity of Iran. They count upon the participation of Iran 
in the establishment of international peace, security, and 
prosperity after the war, in accordance with the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter.” 

I have emphasized the references to the Iranian government, 
because now we are told it is inclined to corruption and is not pro- 
gressive, properly democratic or what not, all of which is possible 


but irrelevant, since it is the same government to which the pledge 
was given.

Political Footbal] The obiect of the pledge was, of course, 


to end the perennial status of Iran as a 
football! of power politics between Great Britain and Russia. No 
country ever has been, or ever can be, well governed when it is 
an object of great power loot. 

Now, every item of the Tehran pledge is brazenly broken. An 
“autonomy” movement (shades of Czechoslovakia!) has been engi- 
neered under the aegis of the Red army, aiming to cut off one of 
Iran's richest provinces (so much for “economic assistance”): the 
“territorial integrity” is thus threatened. unless (as in the case of 
the Sudetenland) Azerbaijan is to be used as a center from which 
to overthrow the whole Iran government: “independence” and 
“sovereignty” are myths, when the Iran government is ordered by 
the Russians not to send troops to quell a rebellion on its own soil. 
So what has become of “solemn covenants’? 

If ever words and deeds, facts and fancies, were at greater 
variance than now, I cannot remember the time. Our peace does 
not rest on UNO but on the balance of power between the Anglo- 
Americans and Russians. Iran is embarrassing because it is located 
in an area of vital strategical importance to Britain. The Tehran 
pledge was realistic, because it recognized that the independence 
of lran was vital to the independence of Turkey, and that the 
independence of both was vital to lasting peace between the great 
powers. Any peace of the powers must rest on balance, and balance 
can only be maintained by checks to the expansionism of any. 
Expansionism can only be checked by recognizing the rights of 
small nations. Thus, the Atlantic Charter, far from being idealistic, 
was the last thoroughly realistic document of this war—besides 
incorporating the chief elements of international law and decency. 


Repetition? The peace of the powers engineered at Munich 

* (identical in theory with the present peace) broke 
up by the unilateral action of one. So did the great powers peace of 
the Russo-German pact. Hitler compensated Molotov for Russian 
benevolent neutrality by the partition of Poland and the award of 
part of Finland and part of the Baltic states. Russia, however, 
wanted all the Baltic states—and took them—and also a dominant 
interest in Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, the Dardanelles, and an outlet 
to the Persian gulf. The latter was, 1 believe, granted; the others, 
not. and the Soviets were rearming. It must have looked to the 
Nazis as though all their ill-gotten gains in eastern Europe would 
be snapped up behind their backs while they were engaged in the 
war in the west. Hence the breaking of the “German-Soviet treaty 
of friendship” by the German attack on Russia. 

The present impasse will either be solved by the restoration in 
full force of the Tehran pledges, which would mean that Russia 
would have to back down: or by shelving the issue, which would 
mean that Russia would proceed, without recognition of her acts; 
or by the partition of Iran between Russia and Britain, which would 
mean further revealing the true face of the peace we have maae.

Senate Shows Lack 
Of Good Judgment 


WASHINGTON.—Something of a _ furor has 
been stirred up by the action of the senate in 
voting to give immediate consideration to the 

highly controversial fair employment practice bill—a measure 
designed to prohibit discrimination in the hiring of persons because 
of race, color or creed. 

Southern senators in particular are in open revolt against the 
legislation. If it is kept before the chamber a filibuster is threat- 
ened which may tie up indefinitely the administrations entire 
legislative program. 

For that reason alone, the senate may properly be criticized very 
severely for showing a lack of good parliamentary judgment in 
bringing up such a controversial measure at the present time. 

As it is, action on all of these more important reconversion 
bills may be delayed until the fight and filibuster over the subject 
of fair employment practice legislation is out of the way. That 
could go on for weeks or months. In the meantime, the country 
would be denied congressional action on legislation vitally affect- 
ing our domestic economy. 

Senator Walter F. George, Georgia, chairman of the powerful 
Senate Finance Committee and one of the most influential Demo 
cratic members of the chamber, has threatened a break with Presi- 
dent Truman on the subject. 

The Georgia senator sought to hold Mr. Truman responsible, in 
part, for the senate action in voting to take up the bill because 
it was included in the list of legislation the President urged for 
passage in his recent fireside talk to the nation, 


Farlier. also. Mr. Truman had sent a special 
Pressure Groups message to congress asking that action be 
taken on the measure 

It is doubtful, however, 
President will stand in toto. 

While it is true that Mr. Truman did include the bill in the list 
of his “must” legislation, many observers are still to be convinced 
that he was doing anything more than paying lip service to a 
politically expedient thing. 

Those who have been active in urging its passage have been 
influenced largely by organized pressure groups made up of per- 
sons. and their sympathizers, who feel they may have been dis- 
criminated against in employment because of race, color or creed. 

There was some good and some bad in the FEPC as it was 
originally conceived. But now the idea has been seized upon as 
the basis for a statutory enactment. What congress is being asked 
to do 1s pass a law which would force an employer not to discrimi- 
nate against persons in the race-color-creed classification when 
it was shown they were equally competent to perform the work 


for which there was an opening. 

Practical? By the same token, it seems, congress might as 
* well pass a law prohibiting discrimination against 

blondes or brunettes. 

An executive with a secretarial staff might have a preference 
for blondes. Under the principle of the law he would be required 
to fire some of the golden-locks and take on a fair quota of bru- 
nettes. Or maybe the blondes could get around the law by dyeing 
their hair! 

There is just about that much sense to the proposed fair employ- 
ment practice law. Anybody of a different race, skin or creed 
could come in and charge discrimination against a company, if 
denied a job or even the particular kind of job he was seeking. 

But the pressure groups have been able to command enough 
support for the proposition among their own elements to make 
their voices heard. The answer to how they have gotten as far 
in congress and elsewhere with their demands is found in the fact 
that the Negro vote, for example, constitutes the balance of power 
in several of the eastern and middle western states. 

It is difficult for any person in a political position, dependent 
on votes for his office, to turn down legislative demands from such 

ressure roups.
